THE ALPHA OF LAWTON. 


The Lawton land office, so called. at 
which many thousands of homeseekers reg- 
istered, was at Fort Sill, on the military 
reservation, five miles from the townsite 
A few days befure the opening a land 
office building, one story high, was erect- 
ed, the first wooden structure on the new 
townsite. Adjoining this another wooden 
building, for the City National Bank, was 
constructed, and a quarter of a mile to 
the west a one-room office for the United 
Stutes commissioner. 

When, by the preclamation of President 
Mckinley, the new lands were opened to 
settlement Aug. 6 these three buildings 
were the only cnes in Lawton. There: was 
not a single residential house on the town- 
glte.

BELL ON HIS NECE. 


WAS PUT THERE IN 1860 


The Aged Scavenger Is Seen by Far- 
mers Nearly Every Day Near 
Columbia, Mo. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Avg. 10.—Since the pub- 
lication in the Sunday Post-Dispatch of 
July 28 of the story of a belled buzzard 
which has been visiting Boone County at 
long intervals for nearly half a century, 
extraordinary interest has been manifested, 
and it is believed that the origin of the 
bell has been explained. 

Cc. S. Ballew of Harg, this county, was 
the first to announce the return of the 
strange visitor, which had been absent so 
long this time that it had been given up 
for dead. Considerable discussion resulted, 
and Mr. Ballew received a number of com- 
munications, among which was a letter 
from Herbert Gray of Huntsville, Mo., 
which perhaps explains the origin of the 
be}. 

He says that’ in 1860 an old buzzard was 
pulled from a hollow log on the farm of 
nis grandfather near Hallisville, 16 }milés 
north of Columbia. Though very old, the 
buzzard fought fiercely and the efforts of 
several slaves were required to fasten 4 
sleigh bell to neck with an fron band 


as ordered py their master. The bird was 
then set free and orders given that no 
buzzards should be shot on the premises 
for fear that the one thus identified should 
he killed. Since then, it has been visiting 
this county at ever increasing intervals, its 

absence, it is said, covering a period

As the bird was gray with age in 1860, 
Wt is fair to believe that it may be several 
hundred vears old. 

The grim bird is now seen in this vicinity 
almost daily, according to many farmers 
in town today.

FIRE MAY LAST FIFTY. YEARS 


Burning Mine at Plymouth, Pa., Will 
Blaze Away Because It Can- 
not Be Checked. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., Aug. 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Coal Company will probably have to 
abandon its Jersey mine at Plymouth to 
the fierce fire which has raged in it for 
months. The loss will be several hundred 
thousand dollars. Although skillful  fire- 
fightews have endeavored to stop the 
spread of the fire, they have been driven 
back. They are now compelled to work 
on the outside and are doing little good. 

It is practically impossible to flood the 
mine because it is on a high level in the 
mountain side, while connected with _ it 
and on the lower levels of the valley be- 
low are the Nottingham, Avondale and 
No. 6 collieries, all of which would have to 
be filled with water before the fire in the 
mountain levels of the Jersey could be 
reached. The fire will be allowed to burn 
itself out. This will probably take nearer 
fifty years than ten. 

FARM IS UNDER GROUND. 
Pennsylvanian Makes Money Raising 
Mushrooms in an Abandoned Mine. 
SCRANTON. Pa., Aug. 10.—An_ under- 
ground farm is one of the paradoxical cu- 
riosities of this region. Sunlight, light and 
air are usually considered three prime re- 
quisities to the success of agriculture, but 
Isaac Williams manages a farm at Green- 
wood which is successful and profitable 
and into which the light of day has never 

penetrated. 

Williams conducts an extensive mush- 
room farm, which ts located in the aband- 
oned top vein of the Greenwood mine, three 
miles.from this city. This vein is about 
fifty feet below the surface and along its 


underground passages Williams has laid 
out the beds in which the mushrooms are 


10.—The 


An ingenious arrangement of doors, which 
prevent drafts when one is entering or 
leaving the farm, keeps the temperature of 
the passages at about the same point the 


year around. According to Willlams the 
matter of temperature is of the 
importance in the cultivation of the mush- 
room. Without an even, moderate tempet- 
ature 
which is the prime requirement of a mush- 
room. eannot be obtained. 

Williams finds a market for all the mush- 
rooms he can raise, and manges to 
a very comfortable living from his queer 
farm. In the beginning it required infinite 
work and pains to convert the barren and 
sterile mine galleries into productive farm | 
tand. Soil and fertilizer had to be carried | 
to the site of the underground farm. which | 
been greatly enlarged since Williams | 
first began operations. He never enters the 
mine without bringing with him some rich 
or fertilize: No matter how sniall the 
amount. Williams never faiis to take 1n | 
someihing with him.

CROP PROSPECTS ARE GOOD. 

Secretary Wilson's view of the crop conditions is hopeful. 
He has just corcluded a long tour through the corn belt 
and the result of his observations as given in Saturday's 
Post-Dispatch ‘s very encouraging. : 

There are local'ties which heve suffers1 severely from the 
‘long drouth, and irdividual farmers who have put their all 
in corn are bound to feel the pinch. But us a whole the 
country is in fairly good condition, The shortage in corn 
is largely made up by an abundance of the other crops, Oats, 
except in drouth localities, are plentiful, wheat is excellent 
everywhere; the hay harvest is large. The supply of pota- 
toes will be ample, and the‘sugar beet is healthy, having 
withstood the drouth admirably. , Besides, the burned corn is 
good for fodder, better than ordinary, Mr. Wilson thinks, 
because the stalk retains the strength tha: otherwise vould 
have gone into the ears. 

This is what the Secretary of the Department of Asri- 
culture reports. Surely there is no good ground for de- 
epondency. On the contrary, the general condition seems 
not less favorable than the average. Individuals and some 
localities will suffer. But the resources and products of the 
country are so diversified that a widespread calamity in- 
volving the general! interests of the communily is exceeding.

Health Commissioner Starkloff’s recommendation that im- 
mediate action be taken towards providing c home for feeble- 
minded and epileptic children in the city will be indorsed by 
-@ll progressiv2 citizens. 

For many years the Post-Dispatch wus been culling atten- 
tion to the deplorable condition of these chiléret in the over- 
crowded city institutions and to the imperative need of a 
special home where they can receive the care to which their 
condition and tender ‘years entitle them. 

The chief obiect in caring for such children sheuld be to 
cure as many of them as possible. This object must be Icst 
sight of wher the children are sent to an overcrowded in- 
. Sane asylum or poorhouse. In suc._a institutions the unfer- 
tunates are usually abandoned to their “ate, whereas incdern 
medicine and surgery have demonstrate] that numbers of 
feeble-minded children can be so treated as to be greatly im- 
proved, if not cured. 

St. Louis should have a home in wiich these children should 
receive the best skill to be obtained, with such healthful end 
beautiful surroundings as would aid the efforts of doctor and 
nurse. 

Every cure effccted at such 2 home woud mean a saving to 
the city and ‘the restoration of a citizen who might pe of 
value in his lif? Wise economy as well as humanity demand 
better treatincnt by the city of these unfortunates, The 
present lack of system is unworthy of a great metropolis, 
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Considering the opposition to trusts, expressed in both 
parties, it is astonishing how rapidly they increase. 
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READING TO THE SICK. 


While the discussion tn regard to profitable and honorable 
employment for women is going on in the letter columns of 
the Post-Dispatch, it is interesting to note that an actress 
and -elocutionist, Miss Loula, Porter, is trying to get an ap- 
pointment as official reader in the New York city hospitals.

A regulation just adopted by the commissioners of the 
District of Columbia provides that “no person shall own or 
keep within the limits of the District of Columbla any fowl, 
parrot or bird, which, by offensively crowing, cackling, talk- 
ing or singing, or in any other manner shall disturb the com- 
fort and quiet of any neighborhood.” 

The rule may be harsh and reflect too severely on parrots 
and their owners, but it is a healthy sign.

Street railway «mpanies which make night hideous by run- 
ning ramshackle cars should be fined one million dollars, 
every blow of a fiat wheel to constitute 2 separate offense. 

By and by we shall have sane municipal management in 
this country and then pavements will be Jesigned to minimize, 
not magnify, the inevitable noise of traffic. In process of 
time rubber tires will be adopted and the noiseless horse- 
less vehicle be employed in place of the carriage and the 
wagon. Invention is slowly abating the greater part of the 
noise nuisance, but much can be done by the law and in- 
dividual action, especially the latter. When the noisemakers 
are made to understand that they are despised as vulgari- 
ans and savages by their neighbors they will become still as 
mice. 
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There is a strong impression in the community that back of 
the injunction .suit to prevent the use of Forest Park as the 
World’s Fair site are men whose names do not appear in 
the petition.

Prices So High That Vile Concoctions 
Are Put on the Market All 
Over the Country. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 10.—P. C. Ros- 
si, president of the Italian-Swiss colony, 
who has just returned from an extended 
trip to all the principal cities, brings a 
surprisingly gloomy report of adverse con- 
ditions menacing California wines in the 
markets of the east. Wutil recently it 
had been generally believed that the in- 
dustry had entered upon an era or pros- 
perity that would continue for many 
years, but Mr. Rossi finds that this idea 
was ill founied and he backs up his con- 
clusions with some very stubborn facts. 
His journey was largely for the purpose 
of having what new obstacle it was 
that had not only put a check on the 
demand for the wines of California, but 
in some markets reduced it. It did not 
take him long to get at the truth. 

“I found very serious conditions menac- 
ing our wines,’’ said Mr. Rossi, ‘‘and they 

Ow out of the fact that our products 
ave reached a selling price where it pays 
to start up the ‘brick vineyards’ of New 
York, Ohio and Missouri. The vintage in 
these vineyards lasts all the year round, 
and where we have to sel! our wines at.

HE DECLARES THAT WILL NOT 
AGAIN ATTEMPT CORN CORNER. 


With Visions of the Fate of “Old 
Hutch” and Pardridge as Warnings 
He Has Decided to Be 
Conservative.

CHICAGO, Aug. 10.—George H. Phillips, 
the man who practically cornered May

word with the addition of the title, ‘’The 
Corn King,” has announced most positive- 
ly that he will in future have no more to 
do with pools and corners. 

He has practically admitred that he has 
been working on the wrong tack and that 
the system of options and corners and in- 
flated prices under stress, is all wrong 
He has declared that he will endeavor t: 
hecome a conservative, legitimate broker 
and devote his energies hereafter to build- 
ing up a substantial business by slow de- 
grees.

engaged for weeks f[n untangling a web of 
erroneous entries that had cost his firm

Decides to 
Abandon Pools.

FOR WORLD’S FAIR IN FOREST PARK, 
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Forest Park Give Their Reasons For Opposing and 
Upholding the Chosen Site. 


Judge Horatio D. Wood, tn discussing the 
proceedings to enjoin the City of Bt. Lou!s 
from using Forest Park as a World's lair 
site, stated that while he was unaltorably 
opposed to the use of the park for that 
purpose he was in no manner personally 
connected with the injunction proceedings.

DISSIPATION RUINED CAREER 


He Held Responsible Offi-es in East 
St. Louis, but Infatuation for 
Women Caused Downfall. 


Felix G. Cockrell died yesterday at poor 
house of Marion County, Il. 

His end, as a pauper, was in striking con- 
trast to the brilliancy of the early part of 
his career. 

Iie was once postmaster of 
Louis. 

He was for many years corporation coun- 
sel of Fast St. Louis. 

His private practice yielded him over $10,- 
000 a year. 

Infatuation for a woman who was not his 
wife was the turning point in his career. 

Dissipation, paralysis and poverty fol- 
lowed in rapid order. 

Cockrell had the best prospects of any 
attorney who ever practiced in Kast St. 
Louis. 

This unqualified judgement was. expressed

GRADY WON TWO-MLIE EVENT 


He Defeated Marcus Hurley, New York 
Crack, at Pan-American Exposi- 
- tion Cycle Meet. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 10.—A fierce wind, 
sweeping diagonally across the wooden 
track of the Pan-American Exposition, 
greeted the riders at today's International 
N. C. A. bicycle meet. 

But it did not prevent good racing. 

Marcus Hurley lost another sensational 
championship to T. J. Grady, the two mile, 
the first race of the day. 

Grady was the first to sprint for the 
tape and maintained daylight between him- 
seif and the New York crack. This gives 
Grady two championships, the two and five 
miles. 

Henshaw and Headstrom broke the 
world’s motor tandem record of forty sec- 
onds, doing the distance in 39 1-5 seconus, 
and the first quarter in 20 seconds. 

The race of the day was the 20-mile mid- 
die distance motorpaced championship. 
Walter Smith of Brooklyn shot to the front 
and made the first mile in 1:39 4-5, breaking 
his record of 1:44 4-5. 

Smith led for three miles and then it was 
seen that he was in distress, severe cramps 
being the trouble. 

Joe Fulton of Springfield, Mass., then took 
the lead and maintained it to the end. 

The two-mile amateur handicap was 
won by Willie Dobbins of East Orange, N. 
J., with an allowance of 100 yards. This 
closes the amateur races and next week 
the professionals will take their turn.

Chandler, 
president of the Spanish treaty claims com- 
mittee, late a senator of the United States 
and formerly secretary of the navy, has 
complained to the department, as you are 
aware, of certain strictures upon himself 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 10.—Jack Win- 
ters, who was arrested for the Selby smelt- 
ing works robbery, has confessed the crime, 
and so far $120,000) worth of bullion has been 
recovered from the bay where he had sunk 
it.

in the state, so he was convicted of 
Slaughter on five counts and sentenced to 
eight years on each count. 

Last January he was pardoned by 
governor.

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NORTH FACE OF THE DAM AT BAB -EL-KEBIR. 


Gigantic Engineering Work by 
Europeans in the Land of 
the First Engineers. 


HE work of building two immense 
dams across the river Nile tn Egypt, 
which was begun in 1899 by Sir John 

‘Aird and a company of contractors, under 
the supervision of the British government, 
{s fully half done. The time for the com- 
pletion of the work as stipulated In the 
contract was five years. Because of fa- 
vorable conditions, however, John 
Ward in Cassier’'s Magazine, tho task will 
be completed in at least a year less than 
contract time. 

Already one great drouth with 
tendant calamity has been prevented, and 
when the work is completed it Is expected 
that the time will never again come when 
there shall not be abundant harvest over 
all the land of Egypt.

HE earliest Egyptian public work re- 
corded for us was a damming of the 
Nile by Mena, 4400 B. C. The Nile 
reservoirs, now under construction, are 
working out the same problem—to husband 
the waters of the high Nile, hitherto lost 
in the Mediterranean—for the perennial Ir- 
rigation of Egypt. 

Before proceeding to describe the gigantic 
weirs of masonry now under construction, 
the greatest the world has secn, it may be 
well to say a few words about the origin 


of the present scheme. Napoleon gets the 


credit of having suggested the first barrage 
of the Nile. This may be true, for he had 
been trained as an engineer. But his time 
in Egypt was short and nothing was done 
for forty years. At that time Mahomet 
All had plans drawn for a dam near Catro, 
and began the work. It was done by French 
engineers and was completed by Ismail in 
1861. Even then the engineers feared to 
close all the gates, but one day in 1863 
a bold young engineer had all the openings 
closed. The water rose, and the pressure 
Was so great that the whole wall began 
The gates were 


to move down stream. 


never closed again until Egypt came under 


British rule. 
In 1883 Sir Calin Scott Moncrieff declared 


that the walls could be underpinned and the 
structure made to do its work for half a 
million sterling. It was ordered done and 


succeeded. 

The success in saving the structure, long 
regarded as useless, gave Sir William 
Garstin and his staff of engineers a desire 
to do more good to the thirsty land by ex- 
tending the work to Upper Egypt. Lord 
Cromer backed them up with his accus- 
thmed energy, and Mr. William Willcocks 
was asked to report on the whole Nile val- 
ley, being given carte blanche as to the 
sclection of sites and plans for future reser- 
voirs. He spent three years at this super- 
human task, doing almost all the work 
himself, as to tramping over the couniry, 
taking levels, mainly with the help of a 
sturdy Nubian. A large book of plans, 


‘peadtions and working drawings was the re- 


sult. Six or seven schemes were laid before 
the government, two being specially 
recommended by Mr. Willcocks in a 
masterly report on “The Perennial  Ir- 
rigation of Egypt.’’ Final estimates were 
obtained. But the cost woula amount to 
several millions sterling, according to Sir 
Benjamin Baker, now appointed consulting 
engineer of Egypt, and Egypt 
money. Lord Cromer, therefore, had to let 
the plans ge back to Sir William Garstin’s 
keeping, and they were comfortably pigeon- 
hoied. 

But the unexpected always happens! Sir 
Benjamin Baker had reported won these 
plans and advised their execution. Some 
little bird must have told certain capitalists 
and contractors how matters stood, for Sir 
John <Aird, representing them, one day 
called on Lord Cromer and offered to makv 
two barrages or dams, navigation canals, 
tirigation channels and anything else re- 
quired in a period of tive years, and asked 


for no payment till the work was done. 


The work was commenced in 1899-at As- 
#ouan, near the “First Cataract,"’ and also 
at Assiout, 200 miles nearer Cairo, where 
the supplemental dam will be. Within a 
few months 20,000 men were employed. The

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earth and stones keeps the Nile from break- 
ing in where the masons work along the 
line of wall Huge cranes lift immense 
blocks of granite, swing them round, and 
deftly deposit euch in its proper bed. Later 
we see the tron-grooved sashes built in the 
openings where the gates will be placed. 

Mr. Willcocks selected this paint for sev- 
eral reasons. It is the only place on the 
Nile where a natural! barrier of granite ex- 
ists. His original plan was to have a wall 
of granite, right acress the narrowest 
part of the valley, sufficiently high to bank 
up the river to a height of 120 feet. This 
would have given an enormous body cf wa- 
ter. But when the plens were handed to 
Sir Benjamin Baker, as consulting engin- 
eer, he was told by the Egyptian govern- 
ment to cut this down to 65 feet. So the 
work now in hand wil! have the water lev- 
el in summer, at a height of 65 feet above 
the present average level of the Nile. 

The hills on each side approach in this 
region closer than elsewhere, being about 
one and one-half miles apart. The great 
granite wall joins.these cliffs and effect- 
ually bars the vailey across. As the waters 
rise they will fill up the Nile valley south- 
wards for over 140 miles, and unfortunately 
drown out the present fertile strips of land 
alone the banks, and submerge many 
tombs and ancient temples in Nubia. 

The wall will be pierced with 180 springs 
—140 of about 150 square feet area and 40 of 
75 feet square. The total area of openings 
will be about 24,000 square feet. Each open- 
ing will be served by Stoney’s patent 
Sluices. This is an ingenious invention. 
By merely turning levers the immense 
steel shutter is easily raised or lowered, 
and this with the full pressure of the im- 
pounded or running water against it. 

The heaviest work the contractors 
was getting sound foundations in the 
center, wheres ‘“‘faults’’ appeared in the 
granite, which was found to be, in parts, 
quite soft or decomposed. These ‘‘faults” 

had to be cut out and replaced with solid 
granite masonry in cement. This work of 
replacement was deeper and heavier than 
had been expected or estimated for, ex- 
tending down as far as 26 feet below the 
level allowed for in the drawings. There 
will be roadway along-the top of the dam. 
Its total length will be about 6350 feet. It 
will exceed 150 feet in depth in some places 
down to the solid rocky platform on which 
it stands. 

On the west side there is being excavated 
a navigation canal, with four locks. The 
Change in Egyptian trade and communica- 
tion between north and south by this canal 
will be extraordinary, and steamers and 
sailing boats will pass without hindrance 
between Egypt and Nubia. Formerly craft 
could be dragged up over the cataracts 
oniy at the time of “high” Nile. To take 
a dahabieh up cost £50, and steamers could 
not be taken safely at any cost. The huge 
wall of masonry itself is nearly up to level 
on the eastern side. The whole work is 
much farther advanced than was calculated 
upon, and bids fair to be completed con- 
siderably before the five years alllowed con 
tractors. 

In 1899 one of the most important works 
carried out, on which future success largely 
depended, was the closing of three out of 
five of the deep channels, which traverse 
the line of the proposed weir, by temporary 
dams or “‘sadds.” It was necessary to make 
these temporary damg before the flood 


came, and to add layers of sand-bags after 
the flood had subsided. The channels 
lected for being first closed were the “‘Bab 


el Kebir’’ (the great gate), the Bab 
el Haroun,”’ and the “Bab el Soghair. 


The rush of water through these chanels 
at low Nile is tremendous. As the ‘“‘Babs” 
(Arabic for ‘“‘gate’’') were successfully 
closed, each remaining one became a seetli- 
ing tumult of rushing flood, so that large 
rocks from one to four tons were carried 
away like pebbles by the force of the water. 

Temporary stone’ dams had been made 
across each of them before the flood came, 
to a height of about 16 feet below ordinary 
flood level. Large rocks were first throwu 
in, then smaller stones to fill up the Inter- 
stices. Owing to the rush of water before 
mentioned, the closing of the Bab el 5Sog- 
hair was a work of considerable difficulty. 
Sir Willlam Garstin tells how Mr. Fitz 
maurice, the chief engineer In charge of the 
works, succeeded in closing it by an in- 
genious expedient. He lashed together two 
large railway wagons with masses of stone 
contained ty wire netting. Hach mass of 
stone and wire weighed from two to eight 
tons, and the whole was bound together 
with steel wire, Each wagon, with its con- 
tents, weighed 25 tons. Rails were then 
jaid to the end of the opening, and the two 
wagons Were run bedily date the gap, form-

ing a mass against which it was possible to 
pile stone.

The works have now advanced as far as 
the western channel, and great progress 
has been made with the navigation canal. 

The Assicut barrage, 200 miles down 
thd Nile, is intended as a subsidiary weir 
to hold up the water so as to supply the old 
Ibrahimieh canal, and also new canals at 
higher level than before. It will. thus sup- 
ply districts not benefited in modern times 
by irrigation. The Assiout dam is smailer 
and less pretentious than the one at As- 
souan, but, like it, deals with the entire 
river, and will effect quite as great a work 
in the regeneration of the country. It was 
originally intended to be made up of brick 
piers sunk in the Nile, with ashlar masonry 
between each pier. But it was found that 
this kind of work was unsuited to the na- 
tives whom it was desirable to employ, 
and the whole plan ~was, therefore, 
changed, and with most beneficial results. 
There is here no rock to build on, the foun- 
dation bed is as bad as could be. But from 
the success in giving a good foundation to 
the French barrage at Cairo, {t was known 
that, with proper precautions, a reliable 
substructure could be obtained, even on a 
bed of sand. The credit of the new work 
at Assiout is due to Sir Samuel Baker, 
consulting engineer to the Egptian govern- 
ment. Under the supervision of Mr. G. H. 
Stephens, the resident engineer, the work 
has proceeded so rapidly that it will prob- 
ably be completed a year before the date 
named tn the contract. 

The site of the dam is about a mile to the 
northyard of the town of Assiout. The 
foundation. {s composed of a combined ma- 
sonry and concrete floor, extending from 
shore to shore, and laid throughout at the 
same level. Its breadth !s about ‘8 feet, 
and it about 10 feet thick. The upper 
surface of this floor approximately corre- 
sponds to the average river bed level. 

Cast-iron sheet with water tight 
joints, were driven to a depth of about 13 
feet below the bottom of the floor on beth 
up and down stream sides, and will prevent 
the percolation of water below the found- 
ation. The superstucture {fs built upon 
this floor, and it will, when finished, form 
a dam somewhat similar in appearance 
to the old French dam near Cairo. There 
will be lil gate openings, and the piers (a 
total of 110) separating these openings will 
be spanned by arches, with a roadway 
about 15 feet in width over the finished 
structure. With the gates down, the head 
of water held up during low Nile will be 
from 10 to 12 feet. A lock 62 feet in width, 
on the western side, is also provided. The 
total length of the dam is about 2700 feet, 
and the height from the top of the founda- 
tion floor to the surface of the roadway 
is about 41 feet. The stone used is from 
Issaweih quarries, near Sohag. 

A regulator will be constructed 
the head of the lbrahimieh canal, and will 
be similar in general design to the dam. It 
will have nine gate openings, and a lock, 
about feet in width, will be provided. 
The Ibrahimieh canal is one of the most 
important In Egypt. It supplies the Bahr 
Yusuf, and thus the Nile water is con- 
ducted to the Fayum, giving vegetation 
and the blessings of sweet water hun- 
dreds of villages and many thousands of 
their inhabitants all along its course. The 
supply of water will be doubled by the 
working of this new barrage, leaving 
enough and to spare for many new canais 
higher up. 

The work done up to the end of 1899 was 
confined to the western side, and consisted 
in laying the floor forming the foundation 
of the lock and the floor under the site of 
°9 gate openings, or about one-quarter of 
the length of the dam. The site to be dealt 
with was surrounded by earthen dams, and 
the water from the inclosures s0 made was 
then pumped out. In addition to the foun- 
dation work, the lock walls and the pliers 
for the 29 gate openings were raised to a 
height above the summer Nile level. 

Owing to the low Nile of 1899, an early 
commencement was mado with the pre- 
liminary work in 1900. The first work un- 
dertaken during the season consisted in 
constructing temporary dams the east 
stde of the river tnclosing the site of the 
foundation for i4 gate openings, equivalent 
to about one-eighth of the total length of 
the dam. But the chief work of the season 
commenced again from the west side, and 
Shortiy after the commencement the 
above work temporary dams were thrown 
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end of the previous season’s work, and 
were continued tn sections from | 
time until by the end of October, 1900, the 
Whole river, m the end of the previous 
veur’s work to the eastern shore, had been 
inclosed in this way, and the driving of 
the iron sheet piles was completely finished. 
The water from the inclosures was pumped 
out and the foundation was laid for nearly 
the whole of the remaining length.

The incomplete portion of floor now re- 
maining occupies the site of 21 gate open- 
ings, but a great part of this floor is nearly 
finished, the portion left untouched being 
only a length of about 65 feet. 

The ‘high’? Nile of the past two years 
having been unusually low, was most favor- 
to the progress of the works at As- 
siout. Such progress has been made that 
the whole Assitut contract will probably 
be completed by the end of this year, and 
the whole subskliary dam at Assiout @an | 
be in use after the flood of next year—one | 
vear before the anticipated time. This can | 
be at once put to do excellent work, even

with the Nile which has only recently been | 
ounted for. Every 10 or 1l years there {s 
what is known-as a “low’’ Nile. The river 
fails to rise. In 1898, for instance, it could 
scarcely be said to have risen at all, and 
was the “worst’’ Nile ever recorded in mod- | 
ern times. This arose, {t {is now known, 
from several causes acting conjointly. The 
equatorial rains had failed (a similar thing 
occurs now and then tn India), and there 
had been several successive dry seasons. 
This led to an unusual accumulation of de- 
‘ayed, floating vegetable matter {n the 
various affluents of the Nile under or near 
the equator, The flerce sun developed vege- 
table growth in masses of peaty matter. | 
Several great water courses became 
choked, and the rivers spread out over level 
lands, ¢ausing vast morasses In which the | 
Nile’s feeders were dissipated and much of | 
the waters lost. 
The main chanels stil] acted, but were. 
narrowed and impeded by floating islands | 
of table matter. This the natives of | 
that district call “sadd,"’"—the same word 
used in Egypt for any obstriactions of the 
river, These impediments often become | 
attached to the river banks, and tn some! 
cases extend clear across the waterway, | 
forming bridges of from 5 to 16 feet thick, | 
with running water underneath. These 
ultimately become so dense that a hippo- 
vbotimus could walk across. them. The 
news of this state of affairs has been 
gradually coming tnto Egypt since the Sou- 
dan was concuered. 
When the low condition of the Nile be-| 
came alarming, Sir William Garstin sent 
Major Peake and a detachment of men on 
the scene to open up a channel for the | 
Wiuter, with gunboats, by driving the ves- | 
sels through the ‘“‘sadd" after it had been | 
cut, Sir William Garstin visited these re-. 
Sons several times, as is his wont, to in- | 
Spect, operations. The expedition began | 
work.two years ago, and has had the ef- | 
tect of Successfully freeing a great part of | 
the Nile’s course in those far-away re- | 
gions.Only 21 miles of ‘‘sadd"’ remain to be 
cut, and these can be easily removed next 
season. The Nile floods in 1899 and 1900, 
though better than those of 1898, were not 
up to the average of “‘good Niles.”’ 
However, the rains promise well now, 
and doubtless this year will show that Old 
liapi (as the Egyptians call the Nile-god) 
will resume his usual good behavior and 
give lots of Uquid to the thirsty land. No 
doubt the “famine in the land’’ of Joseph's 
days, and other famines recorded on 
Egypt's storied rocks, were similarly 
caused by fatlure of equatorial rains. In 
such times the people died from starvation 
by theusands.

It surrounds Fort Smith

It produces two crops of potatoes a year. 

It makes St. Louis the greatest distrib- 
uting point for potatoes in the IUrnited 
States. 

It has the biggest 
world—2390 acres. 

It ylelds from a single 
in a single vear more than 
potatoes. 

It ships {in a single June digging 690.000 
bushels of potatoes trom Fort Smith alone 

The Irish potato is king down here. It 
fs greater than cotton, more potent than 
corn. It {s making men rich. The bigc- 
gest farms are the potato farms. The rich- 
est planters are the potato growers. 

The great potato fields around Fort Smith 
are comparatively new. They have not al- 
ways been !n potatoes. Tt {s not more than 
12 years since the {industry was discovered 
and established Since then its growth has 
been as remarkable as its Everv 
planter {n the distriict has discovered the 
possibilities tn potatoes. and no farm itis 
without them The district lane over the 
Arkansas boundarv into the Indian Terri- 
tory. It {s pecullar'’y adanted to the cult- 
ure of potatoes. The climate is a medi- 
um between the heat of the South and the 
chill of the North. This is whv the potato 
grower here can raise two crops a year, 
something that {s not done in any other 
section, save in a narrow strip in Ten- 
nessea 

In the potato district which performs the 
feat of two crops a year one may see such 
unusual things as potato planting in Aue- 
ust, potato digging in November, a single 
potato field of 99 acres, 209 itinerant potato 
diggers in camp around a plantation, a mile 
of laden potato wagons, a train of potatoes, 
and many other things one never hears of 
save In this district where St. Touis, the 
greatest of potato distributing points, gets 
the most of its potatoes. 

T have just made a tour of the potato 
district. I have seen the second crop go- 
ing under the ground at a time when, like 
almost everyone, I stpposed the potato 
crop of the central Mississippi Valley long 
@gzo gathered and sold. 

The greatest potato farm in the world is, 
fn this district. It is just across the Ars | 
kansas boundary in the Cherokee Nation, | 
and is the property of the family of Jos- | 
eph H. Alexander, Sr., of Fort Smith. Mr. 
Alexander raises and ships to the St. Louis 
market more potatoes than any other 
grower in the United States. 

The Alexander farm covers 1200 acres 
One-fourth its area is devoted to potatoes 
There is no other farm in the United States 
like this. In the first place, it produces 
the most Irish potatoes. More than 100,000 
bushels is its annual average yield. 

There is no other such farm 
the Alexanders. It belongs to the Chero- 
kee tribe, but is held in private cultiva- 
tion. When the Cherokee lands are allot- 
ted in severalty there will be a reckoning 
on these broad acres. The Alexanders have 
the same rights as a full-blood Cherokee. 
There is a strain of Indian biood in the 
family. It is supposed that the allotment 
will give each Cherokee about 80 acres. If 
{t does, the Alexanders will be permitted 
to hold 800 of the 1200 acres of their farm, 
for there are ten members of the immedl- 
ate family 

Meanwhile the Alexanders raise potatoes, 
cotton, corn and oats. The greatest of 
these is potatoes. No other farm yields 
sO many. No other grower raises potatoes 
upon so extensive a scale. 

This greatest of potato farms ts in the 
bottomland on the west bank of the Arkan- 
sas river. It is all rich. It ts all distinct- 
ively southern. Little cabins, with many 
negro children and rude, cat-tai) chimneys, 
mark the ends of the fields. The head of 
the house gets for his labor his cabin and 
60 cents a day. The single laborer gets 7 
cents a day. They are only paid for the 
days they work. 

The possession of this farm its a privi- 
lege indeed, for the Alexanders pay no tax: 
es. They have great fields of cotton in 
red and white flowers and acres and acres 
of corn. A fourth part of the farm is bare. 
‘These are the potato fields, now béing 
planted for the second time this year. In 
Webruary they were planted for the first 
crop. Seven bushels of round potatoes went 
into every acre. Late in June came the 
first harvest. Each acre yielded from 175 
to 800 bushels of potatoes. 

There is no other such busy time on the 
great Alexander farm as that occasioned 
by the digging and merketing of the first 
crop of potatoes. The digging must be 
done in a few days, and the potatoes must 
be immediately shipped. This is all a big 
undertaking on a farm which has some- 
time” as many as 300 acres in potatoes, 

il the resident labor and many itiner- 
ants work together to dig the Alexander 
potatoes. The crop is plowed from the 
ground and then scratched out of the soil 
by men, women and children. The wagons 
are loaded and driven up to the railroad, 
and this goes on day and night until the 
fields are cleared. Two hundred workers 
take out the June crop of potatoes on this 
farm. The greater part of these are itin- 
erants, who have a camp down in the tim- 
ber along the Arkansas river. These camps 
of the potato diggers are something seen 

by nowhere else like down in the Arkansas 

$* bottoms. They are a part of the potato 
industry in the greatest of potato coun- 
tries. 

Thirty wagons haul the Alexander pota- 
toes three miles from the farm to the ralil- 
road. They load sometimes as many as 
ten cars a day. Each car carries from 450 
to 600 bushels. . 

At this time of year the second crop of 
potatoes is sown. The yield will come the 
firat ten days in Novemoer. kt will not 
run up to 260 and 300 bushels an acre, like 
the first crop, but it will go over a hundred 
bushels and will command a much higher 
price. The potato growers of the Fort 
Smith district are accustomed to getting 
a dollar a bushel for their second crop of 
potatoes. The bulk of them go to Texas 
for sced, but this year, because of the 
drouth in the American bottoms and the 
Kaw valley, the other great potato coun- 
tries of the Mississippi valley, the major 
portion of the second crop of potatoes in 
the Fort Smith district will go to St. Louis 
and other cities north.

Fragments Picked Up by Indians 
and Larger Pieces Are Sup- 
posed to Be Buried in 
the Lands.

A N ENORMOUS meteorite, which lies 
at 


the bottom of a cavity 600 feet 

deep and a mile wide, has just been 

discovered 40 miles north of Diablo, an Ari- 

zona Water station on the Santa Fe Rail- 
road, 

Owing to the great depth of the cavity 
only a most unsatisfactory examination of 
the meteorite has been made, but from this 
it appears that the aerolite is composcd of 
a metal much harder than iron and other 
metals, fused and melted together by a 
tremendous heat. Arrangements are being 
made by a party of western scientists to 
make a thorough examination of the frag- 
ment cast upon this planet by some other. 

To say that the meteorite has been re- 
cently discovered is but partially true, for 
the Indians have known of the existence 
for a long time. In fact it was through 
them that its existence became Known to 
Oliver Lippincott of Los Angeles and oth- 
ers, who made the brief examination re 
ferred to and likewise the photographs 
which accompany the story. 

The spot where the meteorite was found 
is a high plateau or mesa, back of the 
mountains, which can be seen from the 
train on the route through northern Ari- 
zona. It is near the place where the Moki 
ijnauians annudaily hoid their weird, fantastic 
and grewsome snake dance ceremonies. For 
many years these Indians have been bring- 


ing to the various trading posts pieces of 


this metal. It has the appearance of iron, 
but it is as hard as steel, It contains 
nickel and traces of other metals. Oid 
miners who saw it tried to anaiyze it, but 
were unable. They saw that it contained 
no gold, and maybe, therefore, did not pay 
as much attention to it as they might. 

The Indians spoke of much larger pleces

The cavity tn which the meteorite lies is 
nearly a mile in circumference and ovyor 
six hundred feet deep today, despite the 
fact that it is supposed that this tragment 
of another planet buried itseif into the 
earth over two centuries ago, and that dur- 
ing all those years the high winds and 
herce rains and snows of the winters have 
uone their utmest to fill in this enormous 
orifice. 

Just how deep the meteorite Hes below 
the present surface is not known, as thua 
tar no efforts have made towards 
excavating for the main body. Many frag- 
ments have been picked up in and at var,- 
ous distances from the opening, varying in

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MEN OF THE WEST WHO HAVE 


Remarkable Rise to Wealth of Jacob Kliner, Frederick M. Mooers. Chester 
# John Singleton and Other Miners

HERE are some newly-made million- 
aires out here In thw Southwest, who 
are nowadays the talk of every min- 

ing camp of the territories and the Pacl- 
fic coast, and whose rise to wealth during 
the last few years illustrates the wonder- 
ful changes that the whirligig of fortune 
brings to men. The recent extraordinary 
rise in the value of copper {ts making mil- 
lonafres of a half dozen men tn Arizona, 
and twice as many more men, who wers 
struggling with mortgage debts and a slow 
demand for copper at low prices a few 
years ago are fast getting in the five hun- 
dred thousand dollar colum1i. 

There never has been such activity in 
mining operations in the West as during 
the last year, and never before has there 
been anything like the number of men who 
are prowling over mountains, searching 
across desert wastes, among lonely gulches 
through the bald, desolate canyons aud 
among remote foothills for ledges and de- 
posits of ores. <All the old-time miners 
agree that the weneral metal mining world 
of the West never has been in sS0 prosper- 
ous a condition as in these days, and the 
way some men have leaped from compara- 
tive poverty to large wealth In five or six 
vears is one of the wonders even in a land 
of suddenly made fortunes. 

for instance, there is Jacob Kliner, who 
is a copperctand gold king of Arizona and 
Sonora, Mexico. His leap into the lap of 
riches has been phenomenal, and his career 
in the mines of Arizona and New Mexico 
is discussed by many an old soldier of for- 
around the fires in mining camps 
these evenings. After 24 years of al) man- 
ner of adversity, patient plodding, search 
for luck in prospects, and after a tremcen- 
dous amount of endurance of heat and 
cold, privations as to food and water and 
hemelessness, he is enjoying an income 
of about $8000 a month, and owns property 
that he can sel] almost any day for about 
$1,200,000, He was born in Laban, Prussia, 
45 years ago, and came to America with 
$17 in his pocket. He was employed in a 
New York brewery for two years at iv 
cents a day, and having a friend in "Tuc- 
son, Ariz., he came West in 1875 to do 
anything to keep alive. He has been a 
hostler for the Arizona Stage Co., a guard 
for the "Wells-Fargo Express Co. ard a 
railroad brakeman. In a mining region one 
naturally takes an interest in mines. The 
fact that the mountains contain millions 
upon millions of mineral wealth that is yet 
to be claimed and developed by anyone 
‘smart enough to make the right location 
is as great an incentive to zealous enersy 
as is the desire to guess the number to the 
capital prize in a lottery drawing. So 
along with thousands of other young men 
Jake Kliner became a mining prospector. 

To be a mining prospector, in the strict 
gense of the word, one must have supreme 
patience, abnormal hope and confidence. 
unflagging zeal and a vast deal of enthusi- 
asm. Ninety-five per cent of the men who 
try prospecting for minerals are lacking 
in some or all of these qualities, and aban- 
don the effort in a few weeks or months, 
only to renew it for a time when the news 
comes of someone who has struc k it rich 
in a certain locality where hidden fortunes 
were previously unknown. Jake Ikliner 
giuck to prospecting year in and year 
out. “It was three years before I 
knew what sort of roc k I had to look for, 
said he recently in telling of the hardships 
he endured and the dangers from thirst 
and hunger he suffered in arid regions,

That was 
in 1830, when copper was at its lowest mar- 
ket value and capital was a scarce article 
in the territories. After months of vainly 
secking some one at least to come and look 
ut his copper ledge, Kiiner trudged over 
the mountains and alkali desert, across the 
et tition and San Rita mountains, duwn 
linto Sonora, Mexico, where he got work at 
day wares in a silver mine. He still owned 
the copper property and had done enough 
work on it to hold the claim legally for a 
year. Several months of work and he had 
saved $10. Then he went at prospecting 
again. lie traveled, along with his jack- 
ass, Some 20U miles altogether, sleeping out 
of doors, eating vile food and watching out 
for hostile Yaqul Indians. 

Luck came. sooner on this trip than ever 
before. He found two claims in five 
months One was a base ore mine—a com- 
bination of and silwer—and the other 
was gold ore that ran about $14 to the 
ton. He met at Hermosillo, Mexico, a man 
who bought the base ore property for $4009. 
That was Jake Kliner’s first real capital 
after his years of poverty and hardship 
With that sum he began development of his 
gold mine, and in a year, by the most 
laborious manual work and pinching econ- 
omy he got out and shipped ore that 
brought him $600 clean profit. Suddenly his 
luck changed. The Mexicans who owned 
the reduction mill where he sent his ore 
became interested and offered $50,000 for a 
half-interest in the gold mine. Kliner was 
tempted to take the offer, but he savs he 
knew he had a good thing and that it was 
worth more money. A week later he sold 
half the mine for $80,000. 

That was in March, 1897. Jacob Kliner's 
fortune has grown fast from that time. 
The Armadljo mine has paid some $120.000 
in profits since then, and it ts still yielding 
from $3000 to $4000 dividends every month. 
Four years ago Kliner returned with am- 
ple means to his copper mine in Gila Coun- 
ty, Ariz. He put tn the best machinery 
he could buy, sunk shafts and drifted cross- 
cuts inte the ledge. Copper was not protit- 
able then, and many copper mines were 
idle. It required much hope and conti- 
dence to put $18,000 or $20,000 into machinery 
fo get out copper ore that had no buyers 
at living prices. In 1897, however, copper 
began to rise from 8 and 9 cents to 12 cents, 
The Kilner mine began to make more 
money. Ixtra laborers were hired and the 
mine was deepened and explored the more

The Rand Mining Co. frequently 
bank deposits of upward of $309,000, 
and now that the mines are tn good work- 
ing order and well opened, the money 
rolls in faster than ever. Five years ago 
the three persons in the company had al- 
together not over $200. 

James D. VFinigan, who recently sold the 
Duncan copper mine in Cochise County, 
Arizona, for $200,000 and who is operating 
his two larger mines in the same county, 
has jumped from a brakeman on the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad tn Arizona to a mil- 
lionaire in six years. He ts 57, and until 
never earned than $60 a 
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morth, and seldom over $5 a month. His 
income nowadays is estimated variously st 
from $5000 to $11,000 a month. He is in 
Europe this season and will safl around 
the world before he sees his big copper 
properties again. He was born in Brook- 
lyn and was a newsboy and bootblack 
there for several years. He went to Texas 
when he was 20 and became a brakeman on 
a freiipht train when he was 2. For sev- 
eral seasons he was a cowbdéy on a range 
near Benson, Ariz., and while there learned 
many facts about ores and how to know 
them at sight. He located several base ore 
mines, but never got further than the loca- 
tion of them. 

Une day in 188 he went to see a miner 
friend who was ill in his shanty on a@ co} 
per claim. The friend was anxious to sel! 
at any price, but Finigan would not buy 
it even for $0. Finigan took a sample 
chunk of the copper ore to Benson, 8 
miles distant. There he met a man from 
‘Tucson who knew good ore and at once 
was zealous to buy the claim. But Finigan 
kept him in the dark as to the location 
of the property. Then he went back quilet- 
ly to see the friend and got a written 
vption from him to sell for $500, 

The man from Tueson closed the deu! 
a few days later for $2000. That gave young 
Finigan a knowledge of what copper mines 
were worth. He abandoned rallroadins 
and cowpunching and began looking for 
men who had copper claims for sale. With 
$i”) in his pocket he went all over New 
Mexico and Arizona. Copper went down in 
value, but Finigan had faith that with the 
electricity the demand for 
lie bought two pros- 
pects for $600 each, and the sellers went 
away laughing in their sleeves at the 
young Irishman who had given them gol 
for mere copper coins. But Finigan ke; 
his own counsel. He did the work of 
opening one of his best claims, and earne+ 
his way by labor In the smelter at Globe, 
Ariz. Then he sold one claim for #0” 
and bought another for $4000, 

Meanwhile copper began to go up, and 
he borrowed money to develop his two 
mines. He found that he had even a bigger 
thing in copper than he had bargained 
for, and he organized a company to de- 
velop the ore bedies. When copper wernt 
booming in 1897 young Finigan had over 
400 men employed, and he bought out all 
the partners in his enterprises. He built 
a smelter to care for all the ore from his 
two mines, and with the profits of four 
months bought another copper mine. For 
a year he owned three copper properties. 
Until two months ago he worked day and 
nigat at mining, and his wealth piled up 
fast. Then he sold one of the mines, and 
invested at one time some $260,000 In rall- 
road bonds. He finally went to Europe 
with several friends, whose bills he is 
now payirg on a tour of Europe.

ATE blackberries, huckleberries, apri- 
g cots, pears, peaches and plums de- 
mand attention in August. With the 
fleshy frults, such as plums and peaches, 
the finest varieties are at their best when 
put up in cans whole and covered with a 
bolling syrup. 

(Green gages, yellow egg plums and the 
ruby-tinted purple plums, as well as fine 
peaches, retain an indescribably delicate 
flavor of the fruit and the perfection of 
shape when canned in this fashion. In 
planning to use inferior fruit, make it into 
jam, jelly or marmalade. 

CANNED PEACHES.—Pare the fruit 
with a silver knife and in small quantities, 
as it discolors quickly from exposure to 
the air. Crack the stores, extract the seeds 
and blanch them. They help very much to 
enrich an otherwise somewhat insipid pre- 
serve. Peaches require slight cooking. Make 
a syrup, allowing one cup of sugar to one 
cup of water. 

Let it boil for a few minutes, then into 

it put as many halved peaches as will fill a 
jar. Set the preserving Kettle back on the 
stove, where it will merely simmer, and let 
the fruit cook till you can plerce it with a 
straw, but do not allow it to break. 
* Lift each half separately and very care- 
fully on a smal! skimmer, and before you 
place it in the bot can, fill the hollow from 
which the kernel was taken with a 
blanched peach seed. [I ill the can with 
fruit and over it pour enough of the bDoil- 
ing syrup to cover and run over. Siip in 
carefully a silver fork to allow all the air 
bubbles to rise. 

When it will hold no more, seal it. It is

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OME-WASHED flannels are nice and 
last longer when one knows how to 
do the washing. 

The chief points to be remembered are 


that flannels must not be put either Into 
hot or cold water; they must not be dried 
too quickly nor yet allowed to hang about 
a long time wet; and to preserve the color 
and texture of the wool no alkalies should 
be used. 

Take a quarter of a pound of soap, shred 
it very finely and put it Into an enameled 
saucepan; cover with one pint of cold wa- 
ter, bring it slowly to a boll, and when all 
the soap is dissolved it is ready for use. 
This is sufficient to lather two or three gal- 
lons of water. 

If flannels are very dirty they require 
two washing waters, the temperature of 
which should not be above 90 degrees Fah- 
renheit. Pour some of the dissolved soap 


‘into the warm water and by briskly moving 


the hand about it make a nice lather. 

Put the flannel tnto this lather and 
squeeze and press it through the hands 
(but do not rub it, as this hardens it), 
squeezing it on the right side in the first

water, aud on the wrong side in the second. 


HOME 


White and light colored flannels should be 
washed first, and then the colored ones. 

After thoroughly washing the dannels 
rinse them in warm water, and if the wa- 
ter is hard a teaspoonful of ammonia to ev- 
ery four gallons of water will soften it and 
make the flannels feel seft and niee. 

Ammonia must not, however, be used for 
colored flannels, for it will draw owt the 
dye; if the water is very hard seften it 
with a very light lather of soap, and «© Ut- 
tle can be added to fix the color. ' 

All flannels must be freed thoroughly 
from water before attempting to dry them, 
not by wringing, but either by passing 
through a wringer several times or by 
twisting them in a dry towel. 

Give the garments a good shake te raise’ 
the nap before hanging up to dry, and a 
shake now and then In the process of dry- 
ing helps to make them fluffy, while knitted 
and woven garments want turning and 
pulling into shape. Iron only very fine flan- 
nels and then with a very cool trou; they 
cannot be damped before troning, but a 
slightly damp cloth may be laid over them 
before trening, ané€ the seams of the Knitted

Bichloride of mercury ip coarse powder, 10 grains; 
distilled water, 1 pint. Agitate the two together 
until a complete solution ts obtained; then add one- 
half ounce of glycerine. Apply with a small sponge 
as often a8 agreeable. 

This is not strong enough to blister and 
skin the face in average cases. lt may be 
increased or reduced itn strength by adding 
to or taking from the amount of bichloride 
of mercury. Do not forget that this last in- 
gredient is a powerful poison and should be 
kept out of the reach of children and igno- 
rant persons
